DR. UPSHUR’S ADDRESS

Told in Thrilling Detail of the Boy Bat-
talion's Fighl. .

LEXINGTON, VA, June 23.—Dr, J. N.
Upsbur, of Wechmond, who wes him-
gelf & member of the Boys' Battalion and
took part In the New Market fluht, made
s most eloquent address on the battle.
He depicted the herdism of the cadets
who fought and thezs who dled for thelr
country, and urged thosa whom he ad-
dressed to take an Insplration from the
monument which they dedicated to thelr
memory., Dr. Upshur sald:
